State Representative Kosteva Berman Seeks To Ban Ma Bell's 
Sponsors New MET Legislation 





Democratic House leaders recently 
announced legislation, sponsored by 
State Representative James A. Kosteva 
(D-Canton), that would mandate an an- 
nual enrollment period for Michigan Edu- 
cation Trust (MET) contracts and allow 
rates for the prepaid tuition contracts to 
be set no higher than the average per- 
centage tuition increase of Michigan's 
public college and universities during 
each enrollment period. 

"MET was designed to help ensure 
that middle-class families can afford 
higher education for their children,” said 
Representative Kosteva, a member of 
the House Education Committee who 
sponsored the legislation that created 
MET in 1988. "By purchasing a MET 
contract, families can put aside money 
now to help their sons and daughters get 
an education at a public two-year or four- 
year institution, or even at a private col- 
lege or university. 


"But, despite the proven success of 
the program and the fact that recent 
audits show a $20-million surplus in the 
fund, the Engler administration seems 
determined to shut it down. My bill would 
ensure that Michigan families who want 
to invest in a MET contract will have a 
chance to do so every year, and that the 
rates for the contract will reflect actual 
tuition conditions." 

"Because it is.a successful Blan- 
chard-era program, Governor Engler is 
willing to let MET lapse," said House 
Speaker Lewis N. Dodak, "despite the 
financial and educational benefits it of- 
fers working families who want their chil- 
dren to get the best education they can." 

"The MET program has so far en- 
rolled 55,000 young people who will draw 
onitfortheir college or university expens- 
es," said Representative Pat Gagliardi 
(D-Drummond Island), House majority 
leader and sponsor of legislation to cap 


Caller I.D. in Michigan 


"Your phone number is no longer 
your own," warns State Representative 
Maxine Berman (D-Southfield), who re- 
cently announced that she will introduce 
legislation to ban Michigan Bell's Caller 
|.D. service in Michigan. 

Michigan Bell has begun selling its 
new service to any customer requesting 
it. The service is used in conjunction with 
a special receiver which is (or will be) 
available at many retail stores, orthrough 
a special vendor servicing Michigan Bell 
customers. Those who purchase the 
service and the receiver will be able to 
see the phone number of persons calling 
them. According to one Michigan Bell 
employee, the service costs $6.50 per 
month for the first 300 calls displayed, 
and two cents per call for each additional 
call displayed. 

In defense of the service, Michigan 
Bell says that callers who want to keep 
their numbers private can punch athree- 
digit code (star-six-seven) before each 
call. 


"That's asking a lot," said Represen- 
tative Berman. "Agreat number of people, 
particularly the handicapped and many 
seniors, have difficulty in dialing now. 
This will add to that burden. Those people 
and anyone else who want to keep their 
phone numbers private should have the 
right to do so without punching in extra 
codes." 

Berman also pointed out that many 
large concems are hooked up to other 
large data banks, and that your phone 
number will automatically give them ac- 
cess to such information as yourincome, 
credit history, marital status, etc. 

"This product is being promoted as 
information for the consumer; it is, in- 
stead, information about the consumer," 
she declared. 

Berman's bill allows Caller |.D. only 
when both caller and receiver consent. 
The bill exempts Federal, State, or local 
law-enforcement agencies, fire depart- 
ments, and medical-care emergency 
services. 0 





tuition increases to the rate of inflation. 
"We have more than 1,000 students en- 
rolled in Michigan colleges and universi- 
ties today who are benefiting from the 
MET contracts their families bought for 
them. It would be foolish and discrimina- 
tory to allow this solid program to be- 
come the victim of the current governor's 
purge of his predecessor's programs." 
"Tuition in our higher institutions of 
learning has increased 105% over the 


past decade," said Rep. Morris Hood dr. 
(D-Detroit), chair of the House appropri- 
ations subcommittee on higher educa- 
tion. "A prepaid tuition contract would 
shield families from the worst kind of 
financial stress that these increases 
bring. Anyone who agrees that a college 
or university education ought to be af- 
fordable for every youngster who has 
the ability to attain it, will join the effort to 
preserve MET now and for the future." Q

It was the site of our first 
dances, plays (remember that beautiful 
old stage?), sporting events (I was never 
into the gym scene; running that old track 
could still give a person nightmares!) .. . 
| remember music lessons in elementary 
school, but, at’the Junior High, we actu- 
ally became an orchestra! My music 
teacher was Mr. Larson. | wonder what- 
ever became of him? What a dear man! 
Mrs. Joan Chesler was my Social Living 
and English teacher. She had probably 
the greatest influence on my life that any 
teacher could have! Unfortunately, I've 
lost track of her through the years, too. 

| remember that the gym and the 
tunnel were pretty scary places early on. 
The basement cafeteria. . .those places 
are all tucked away in my memory. 

Our old home is gone now. | watched 
it bulldozed down, room by room. How 
sad it was for me to see it go! | know that 
it's another time now. My own son has 
gone on to graduate from high school, 
and now he's begun his college days. | 


suppose we must "let go" and let progress 
continue. My head tells me that, but... 
my heart... 
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after all, "another time."O

Just last week, when | was doing my 
banking, | realized how low interest rates 
are. My savings account is only paying 
four percent, and six-month certificates 
of deposit (CDs) are paying around3.5%. 

One reader recently called me and 
asked about possible alternatives, which 
spurred me to write this week's article. 
She is a retiree who relies upon the 
income from her CDs to sustain her 
current life-style. 

Fortunately, there are many alterna- 
tives for those who traditionally invest in 
CDs. Your individual objectives may de- 
pend, to a certain extent, upon your 
stage in life. For example: 

° Ifyou are under age 40, you may be 
looking primarily for growth. 

* Inthe 40-to-50 age range, you might 
want to concentrate on growth, in- 
come, and capital preservation. 

* Between 50 and 60, you may seek 
capital preservation, income, and 
some growth. 

« If you're over age 60, your concerns 
will generally focus on capital preser- 
vation and income. 

For those interested primarily in the 
growthof their money, investing in stocks 
or a stock mutual fund may produce a 
higher return over the long term versus 
that of a CD. By buying stock mutual 
funds, you get automatic diversification 


and the expertise of the fund managers. 
Remember, also, that different funds have 
different objectives, so be sure to find 
one that fits your goals and objectives. 

For those individuals looking for ad- 
ditional income, we could consider cor- 
porate bonds, municipal bonds (which 
provide tax-exempt interest), U.S. Trea- 
sury bonds, or a bond mutual fund. Cur- 
rent yield: five percent to 8.5%. 

| particularly like the income mutual 
funds since they offer the opportunity for 
achieving both safety and diversification, 
as well as providing additional income. 

Another option might be a single 
premium deferred annuity. Current yield: 
6.6%. 

Basically, you pay for the annuity 
with an up-front payment and the money 
grows without any current taxation. The 
insurance company issuing the annuity 
guarantees a rate of return for one year. 
It then does the same thing in succeed- 
ing years. 

When the annuity matures several 
years down the road, you can choose 
among a variety of pay-out options. 

As | stated earlier, everyone's situa- 
tion is different. What's good for one cli- 
ent may not necessarily be best for you.

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center is delighted to be able to work 
with the Romulus Arts Council on a very 
exciting art project this spring. The Center 
and the Council are co-sponsoring the 
painting of a mural which willbe the artis- 
tic creation of 18 student-artists from the 
Romulus community.
